WASHIKOTOV, February 88— The house

their studies, was stricken out. The second 
amendment to the bill makes It necessary for 
the United States to pay all expenses for sub- 
sistence and maintenance and return of any 
Chinese person who may «ot hove boon per- 
mitted to land from any vessel by -reason of 
the provisions of the act. Representative 
Uinb was authorized to report tho amended 
bill and expects to have it prepared Monday.
